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Eebels Attempt to Capture 


a Custom House. 


AMBKICAN SOIDIERS CALLED ON 


Commanders of tie Alert and the 


British Cruiser Comus Protect 


Property of Foreigners. 


Special correspondence of the Associated Press 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, May 
14.—In 


view o! the fact that the government 
controlled the wires at the time, 
the correspondent oi . the Associated 
Press here has been compelled to send 
by mail the following accoant -of the 
landing, on May 2d, at Corinto, o! a 
force of about 100 American and British 
marines from the United.States steam- 
ship Alert, and the British cruiser 
Comus, who, acting in the most perfect 
harmony, occupied that port and pro- 
tected, until May 4th, the property ol 
foreigners in the customs' house and at 
the railroad station, subduing a roltoue 
and drunken mob which threatened to 
cause tbe moflt serious disturbances. _ 


During the recent revolution in Nic- 
ragua there were remarkable instances 
of the lawless manner in which so- 
called ministers of provincial govern- 
ments can act when they have the op- 
nortunity. For instance, about March 
14th, Samuel Mayorga, W.'o was min- 
ister lor the treasury in tluWBanca, or 
revolutionary government, made a de- 
mand on H. S. Harding, an English 
subject, controller of tho branch at 
Leon, of the London Bank of Central 
America, for a loan of $80,000 or about 
$33,000 of Nicaragua bonds of doubtful 
ownership, threatening to withdraw 
protection from the bank if the demand 
was not complied with within a given 
time; 
Mr. Harding succeeded in staving the 


matter off until he had letters delivered 
secretly to Commander Franklin Han- 
ford of the United States steamer Alert, 
then the only war ship at the port of 
Corinto, and to the United States con- 
sul at Corinto, Hortio Belazio. Com- 
mander Hanford immediately assured 
Mr. Harding that he would resist any 
effort to take by force the property of 
citizens of the United States or of sub- 
jects of foreign governments in friendly 
relations with the United States. Com- 
mander Hanford sent this letter by the 
United States consular adjutant, who 
took prompt action and succeeded m 
saving the money of the limglish bank 
of Nicarnguan officials, while at the 
same time clearly showing the insurgents 
that the property oi foreigners could 
not be interfered with. 
But, on April 16th, Minister Mayorga 


issued a decree in the name of the revo- 
lutionary government, declaring that 
the ofllcers and business of the custom 
house at Corinto were to be at once re- 
moved to Leon, the capital of the revo- 
lutionary government, situated about 
thirty mil™ in tho iofciriw •Ml>« «-• 
"owing to the fact that the troops of 
. Honduras (sent to assist the armv of 


President Zelaya) might at an?'time 
overcome the email force of Baoas 
troops at Corinto and seize the millions 
of dollars' worth of merchandise in the 
custom house belonging to the citizens 
of Nicaragua and to foreigner", ss they 
had robbed private dwellings and stores 
in the town of El Viejo, twenty-five 
miles from Corinto." he, Samuel May- 
orga, minister of the treasury, had come 
to Oorinto with railroad trains in order 
to remove the merchandise belonging 
largely to foreigners, from the custom 
house of Oorinto to Leon. 
1 The foreigners protested to 
Com* 
mander Kanlord and to Captain Henry 
H. Dyke of tho British cnuser Cooius, 
which had arrived at Corinto abont 
April 5th. The American and British 
commanders decided that they would 
not allow the insurgents to take posses- 
' aion of the property ol foreigners in the 


custom homo or railroad depot at Uo- 
rinto, as the latter buildings, being 
within 800 yards of the tuns o! the two 
warships, were at least as sale ae if tbo 
property was at Leon. 
This enraged Minister Mayorga 60 


much that he caused the arrest ol all 
native males in Corinto between the 
ages of 17 and 70 years on the plea that 
a great battle was imminent at Momo- 


After detaining them.on tho railroad 


cars for a few houra Mayorga released 
all of those who could pay him from 
$100 to $250, and returned to Leon with 
the other unfortunate inhabitants of 
Oorinto without giving any receipts for 
the money collected, but declaring he 
would return again lo Oorinto. This he 
did on May 1st, while his party disband, 
ed and sought safety in flight, with con- 
siderable sums of money eitorted from 
the people of Nicaragua. 
The disappointed soldiers who were 


left became reckless after their leaders 
deserted them, and began drinking antt 
rioting. Some of them succeeded in 
crossing the estuary and made lor tbe 
woods. 
Others commenced robbing 
houses and threatening the livea of ev- 
erybody of the'law and order class at 
Corinto. Women were insulted and an 
attack upon tho custom house was 
Shinned. The native commandants and 
the handful of police at the port were 
ntterlv impotent, and about 9 o clock m 
Se morning of' May 2d the com- 
mandants, at the request of the peace- 
ful residents, sent a committee to Chin, 
andaga, with a letter to Manuel Bonilla, 
vice president of Honduras, who was in 
command of the troops of that republic. 


Senor Bonilla was at El Viejo and 


when he received tho request from 
Oorinto to send a force to protect that 
port he promised to comply. There 
was considerable delay and tbe few po- 
licemen sent did not ruach Corinto un- 
til 7.30 p.m. which would have been too 
late to save thecustom bouse and itscon- 
tentu, although Ohlnadaga is only abont 
twenty-two miles from Cormto. 


While the committee was away, the 


moat serious disorders broke out at 
Corinto. The disbanded soldiers seemed 
insane with drink, violated women and 
young girls and began gathering abont

Baker, full of self-eulogy, telling of his 
greatness, and pointing out what pig- 
mies all other persons were when com- 
pared to him. 
About 1 o'clock In the morning of 


May 3d General Metuta again appeared 
at Corinto with abonteighty Hondureans 
»nd 
proceeded 
toward the custom 


houae. General Metuta, after a parley 
with the young lieutenant in command 
of the British marines, was allowed to 
pass, with some of his aides, to the 
headquarters of Lieutenant Baker, of 
tho Alert. There he stated he came 
with authority of President Bonilla, 
President of Honduras, the commander 
of the Houdurean allies of Nicaragua, 
to occupy Oorinto and to relieve the 
foreign marineB from protecting the 
property of the,government,of Nica- 
ragua, etc.

Lieutenant Baker .signalled for Com- 
mander Hanfora and Captain Dyke, 
who Boon arrived at the custom house. 
For one hour or eo they patiently lis- 
tened to Motuta'B bluster, bnt when he 
threatened to occupy Corinto without 
waiting for President Zslaya's orders, 
although the latter was only about thirty 
miles away, the American and British 
commanders decided to teach the Hon- 
durans a lesson. A few sharp orders 
were given and the American and Brit- 
ish marines, fully armed and equipped, 
were drawn up at their different sta- 
tions, tbe Alert was signalled to steam 
UD opposite the custom house and the 
OomuB cleared for action. 
These preparations had a checking ef- 


fect upon Metuta. He began to apokv 
glze as energetically as he had attempted 
to bluff, promised to retire with his 
troops if the American and British com- 
manders would 
permit 
him, etc. 


Finally it was agreed that General Me- 
tuta and his soldiers should be per- 
mitted to come in out of the hot tropical 
Bun and roust up stairs in the telegraph 
office at tlie northwest corner of the 
Oustom House square. 
A train at about 5 p.m. arrived at Co- 


rinto from Chinandega, bringing about 
sixty Nicaraguan Bolcflers under General 
Emillo Hierrera, with a letter addressed 
to the United States consul at Oorinto, 
notifying him Hierrera had been ap- 
.pointed commander at Oorinto. 


General Bonilla, vice president of 
Honduras, also reached Oorinto by the 
same train, and at a conference with 
Commander Hanfora, Captain Dyke 
and General Hierrera, apologized for 
the conduct of General Metuta.. Terms 
were agreed on, and at about 8 o'clock 
a.m., May 4th, Corinto was turned over 
to tbe Nicaraguan forces. When Presi- 
dent Zelaya wag informed of the occur- 
rence he at once telegraphed his appre- 
ciation, and approval to the American 
legations, and later telegraphed an in- 
vitation to Commander Hanford and 
Captain Dyke and their officers to visit 
Managua and enjoy the hospitality of 
the government of Nicaragua.

A Black Wall of Water 


Flows Through Town 


CARRYING EVERYTHING WITH IT 


Thousands of People Visit the Tor- 


nado Swept Cities on the 


Mississippi. 


NEOSUO, Mo., June 1.— Seventeen 


lives were lout in last Saturday's flood 
at Seneca. The deluge which spread 
over dry land' in an instant, was a mile 
wide and an much aa ten feet deep. For 
three weeks the eurrounding country 
haa been soaked with rain. At mid- 
night Friday the rain heat on the earth 
like a cataract. At 3 30 a.m. persona 
aw In the blinding electricity the rush 


of a black wall of water following the 
channel of Lost creek, which flows 
through the town. 'They fired their 
pistols and ehouted in futile warning, 
and the next instant they were tOBaed 
about like chips. 
In ten minutes Lost creek wan trans- 
formed from a atrem a dozen feet wide 
to an ocean of water that carried every- 
thing before it. The waters made their 
bank on the hills on each side of Seneca 
and then spread out as tho valley 
widened until the angry torrents melted 
into a wide eheet of water ankle deep or 
went on into Grand river. Houses beat 
against each other and wore torn to 
pieces. Death and horror* raged on 
every band amid the inky darkness. 


It was over in »few minutes, almost 


before the struggling people could real- 
ize whether it was nightmare or realty. 
Then, amid the receding waters which 
hurled about the wreckage of their 
homes, began the hunt of husband for 
wife, and parents for children, and 
children for parents. Tbe cries of mo- 
thorn And wailine of children followed 
quickly. 
Since then the villagers have been 
busy recovering their 
dead.

Nothing was known about the disaster 
until a farmer rode into Nooeho with 
the atory an-i until today nothing like a 
connected account was obtainable.

morning a mob of GOO armed men broke 
into the Webster building during tbe 
trial of Jesse Slay ton, charged with ae- 
aauUing 
Mrs. Howard Bryan last 


Thursday, and took the priaoner from 
the offlcert.- Slaytou'e trial hid already 
begun .behind locked doors, and a 
heavy armed guard of men was present 
to protect the priaoner from any demon- 
stration of violence. The mob forced 
the doors, and with a resistless rush, 
swept back the spectators and guards, 
and seized and carried the negro out iuto 
the street. A rope wao placed around 
Slaylon'e neck and he wae dragged up 
Broad street, the crowd shouting at bim 
as they went along. Near the bell 
tower they swung the negro up and 
perforated him with bullets. 


After this the mob, aa coolly and de- 


liberatety.as in tbe first instance, went 
immediately to the court house, and 
overpowering the jailer, took Will Miles, 
a negro charged with assaulting Mrs. Al- 
bright two years ago, and marched him 
slowly to where Slaytoo'a lifeless body 
waa hanging from a tree. The trem- 
bline negro waa made to look upon the 
fate of his brother in crime, then a rope 
wae placed. about hia neck and he was 
slowly suspended in Ihe air and his 
body riddled with bullets. 


Tbe bodies of the uegroea were left 


hanging during the afternoon and a 
maae of humauity wan packed around 
tho scene. The greatest excitement pre- 
vails iiere, especially among the ue- 
groea, and it ia not improbable that fur- 
ther trouble will ensue.

everal Old Leaders iu Buok Seats. 


No Suuervisors Nominated. 


Sotis of the Day. 


Tho Democratic convention which as- 


emblod in thie city yeaterday, was a 
eprcEontative body of men, but there 
aa a lack of enthusiasm which for- 
lerly was always present at Demo- 
ratio conventions. Many old familiar 
coa were there, and a few which had 
earned hopefully in the Populist con- 
ention two years ago were back again 
n the Democratic fold, which fact car- 
es out the doctrine of the beautiful old 
rthodox hymn that "while yet the 
amp holds out to burn, the vilcatain- 
er may return." 
From a political point of view, the 


most vital question watt, whether Cleve- 


,nd and hia tlnacial policy Bhonld be 
ndorsed, or whether the convention

•resident. The stand to be taken on 
his question depended upon whether 
tie gold men or the silver men should 
ule the convention. There was a hard 
gut along these lines, but it was Bet- 
led, for tbe most part, before tbe con- 
ention assembled.

Tbe gold men 
ftd claimed nearly everything, but the

bairman of this convention.
